To  the  Chairman  &  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Readies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1963. 


The  severe  vfeather  of  the  Winter  of  1962/63  served  as  a 
reminder  of  the  difficulties  that  our  climate  can  produce. 

It  is  now  recognised  that  some  oases  of  pneumonia  and  bronchitis 
occurring  in  old  people  living  alone  in  very  cold  weather  are  caused  by 
a  fall  mi  body  temperature  to  figures  as  low  as,  or  even  lower  than,  90 
degs.  F*  The  worse  the  conditions  under  which  they  live  the  greater  is 
the  danger.  An  attempt  is  made  to  keep  under  review  those  old  people  at 
special  risk,  though  this  does  not  cover  all  those  who  should  be  covered, 
in  spite  of  the  co-operation  existing  between  this  department  and  the 
appropriate  section  of  the  County  Health  Organisation.  One  old  person 
was  removed,  under  the  1951  amending  Act  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
1947  to  Hospital  Accommodation  suffering  among  other  things  from  effects 
of  cold.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  she  survived  and  remained  voluntarily  in 
County  Council  Welfare  Accommodation  for  the  rest  of  her  life.  No  other 
cases  were  reported  to  us  and  I  have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  any  other 
old  persons  were  thus  affected. 

A  complaint  was  received  of  tinned  ox  tongue  meat  in  jelly  in  poor 
condition  being  delivered  for  human  consumption  at  a  large  institution. 

It  was  said  that  this  tinned  meat  was  associated  with  cases  of  disnrhoea 
among  the  many  old  persons  there.  Lxtensive  investigation  failed  to  prove 
a  causal  connection  between  the  consumption  of  the  meat  and  the  cases  of 
diarrhoea  -  but  they  also  failed  to  disprove  any  causal  connection.  There 
was  an  unduly  large  number  of  blown  tins  among  the  consignment  inspected. 
The  greatest  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding  out  where,  when,  and  by 
whom  this  meat  was  manufactured,  so  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  district  concerned  could  be  informed.  These  tins  of  meat  hnd  been 
sold  and  re-sold  at  least  three  times  before  delivery  to  the  institution 
concerned.

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Until  it  becomes  obligatory  for  all  tinned,  cartoned  or  wrapped 
food  to  be  marked  on  the  container  in  such  a  way  that  the  date  and  place 
of  manufacture  can  be  identified,  and  until  the  name  of  the  manufacturer 
is  available  in  each  case,  the  control  of  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  or 
enteric  fever  due  to  the  consumption  of  manufactured  meat  products  is 
bound  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

In  the  case  mentioned  above  we  were  lucky  in  that  the  manufacturer 
was  traced  -  albeit  with  great  difficulty.
